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Saint  Joseph’s

New  Academic 
Building 

Saint  Josephs  College 
dedicated  its  new  $7  mil¬ 
lion  academic  building, 
the  Rev.  Charles  Banet, 
CPRS.,  Core  Education 
Center,  Sept.  30  during 
Homecoming  Weekend. 
The  Center  is  named  in 
honor  of  Father  Charles 
Banet,  president  emeri¬ 
tus,  whose  term  of  28 
years  represented  one  of 
the  longest  tenures  as  the 
president  of  an  institution 
of  higher  education  in  the 
state  of  Indiana.  In  the 
summer  of  1993,  the  presi¬ 
dency  was  assumed  for 
the  first  time  by  a  lay  per¬ 
son,  Dr.  Albert  J. 

Shannon. 


Situated  in  the  heart  of 
the  campus,  the  Core 
Center  dramatically 
reflects  the  importance  of 
the  nationally-acclaimed 
Core  curriculum  at  Saint 
Josephs  and  the  signifi¬ 
cance  of  the  mission  of 
the  College  in  the  life  of 
the  humanities. 

Designed  by  the  archi¬ 
tectural  firm  of  Lamson 
&  Condon  and  built  by 
F.A.  Wilhelm  Construc¬ 
tion,  both  of  Indianapolis, 
the  50,000  square-foot 
facility  features  a  multi- 
media  400-seat  auditori¬ 
um,  an  80-seat  lecture 
hall,  10  classrooms,  43  fac¬ 
ulty  offices,  a  computer 
teaching  classroom,  a 
Core  Science  Laboratory, 
and  faculty  resource/ 
planning  conference 
rooms.  The  building, 
equipped  with  more  than 
$330,000  in  state-of-the- 


art  computer  and  audio¬ 
visual  equipment,  is  con¬ 
nected  to  the  campus 
computer  network  fiber 
optic  backbone  allowing 
each  room  full  access  to 
all  technology  resources 
on  campus  and  the 
Internet.  Professors  and 
public  lecturers  present¬ 
ing  in  the  auditorium  will 
use  a  “smart  podium”  that 
controls  a  video  projec¬ 
tor,  a  computer  with 
appropriate  CD-ROM 
technology,  slide  projec¬ 
tors,  a  visual  presenter, 
CD  and  cassette  audio 
players,  video  camera, 
and  other  presentation 
technology.  The  comput¬ 
er  classroom  is  equipped 
with  a  computer/video 
projector  and  30  comput¬ 
er  work  stations  provided 
with  high-tech  Pentium 
chip  computers.  Each 
classroom  is  furnished

Women’s  and  Men’s  Cross 
Country  finish  strong 

The  men’s  and 
women’s  cross  country 
teams,  under  the  tute¬ 
lage  of  head  coach  Bill 
Massoels,  finished  the  ’95 
season  in  a  very  compet¬ 
itive  fashion.  SJC  men’s 
team  finished  seventh  at 
the  GLVC  invitational 
and  the  women  finished 
in  fifth  place.  Laura 
Witek  was  selected  to 
the  1995  All-Great  Lakes 
Valley  Conference  Team 
for  finishing  in  the  top 
five  at  the  conference 
meet. 

Lady  Puma’s  cross 
country  team  won  its 
third  consecutive 
Manchester  Invitational 
and  placed  ninth  in  the 
NCAA  Division  II  Great 
Lakes  Regional.  The 
ninth-place  finish  was 
the  highest  ever  by  a 
Lady  Puma  team.  SJC  s 
Laura  Witek  placed 
eighth  at  the  Regionals. 
The  men  also  participat¬ 
ed  in  the  Regionals  and 
placed  19th. 


Puma  Football  nears 
season-end 

The  football  team  is 
now  1-8  with  one  game 
left  at  the  University  of 
Indianapolis.  The  lone 
Puma  victory  was  at 
Ashland  University  21-13. 
This  was  the  first  SJC  vic¬ 
tory  over  Ashland  since 
1989.  Sophomore  Jamon 
Buggs  (San  Diego,  Cal., 
Sam  Pasqual)  was 
named  Midwest 
Intercollegiate  Football 
Conference  Offense 
Player-of-the-Week  for 
his  performance  against 
the  Eagles.  Buggs  had 
204  yards  on  25  carries 
(the  most  by  a  Puma 
since  1991). 

The  San  Diego  native 
has  801  yards  for  the  sea¬ 
son,  also  the  most  by  a 
Puma  since  1991. 
Freshman  quarterback 
Larry  Smith  (Toledo, 
Ohio,  Central  Catholic)  is 
the  Puma’s  leading  total 
offense  player  with  863 
yards.  Smith  has  550 
yards  in  the  air  and  313 
yards  on  the  ground.  On 
defense,  SJC  was  lead  by 
junior  linebacker  Zack 
Wells  (Merrillville,  Ind.). 
Wells  to  date  has  126 
tackles. 

Sports  Hall  of 
Fame  - 1996 

The  Alumni  Associ¬ 
ation  Board  of  Directors 
met  on  campus  Aug.  26, 
1995,  and  voted  to  induct 
into  the  SJC  Sports  Hall 
of  Fame,  upon  recom¬ 
mendation  from  the  Hall 


of  Fame  nominating 
committee,  Rory 
Johnson  ’88  for  his  out¬ 
standing  career  in  Puma 
football,  Gerald 
Klamrowski  ’77  for  his 
outstanding  career  in 
Puma  basketball  and 
Kyle  Wiggs  ’76  for  his 
outstanding  career  in 
Puma  basketball.  Upon 
recommendation  from 
the  Hall  of  Fame  veter¬ 
ans  committee,  the 
board  voted  to  induct  Ed 
Schultheis  ’52  for  his 
achievements  in  Puma 
football.

Diane  Jennings... 
To  Her  with  Love 

As  we  pay  tribute  to  the 
memory  of  Diane  Jennings, 
she  would  have  preferred 
that  we  relate  to  each  of 
you  in  a  way  that  might 
help  you  through  an  ongo¬ 
ing  crises  or  one  that  may 
have  recently  passed. 

Diane  is  our  wife,  mom,  sis¬ 
ter,  counselor,  friend, 
teacher,  community 
activist,  coach,  confidante, 
PUMA. 

Diane’s  zeal  for  life  hap¬ 
pens  to  coincide  with  this 
year’s  SJC  School  theme 
(Choose  Life).  We  are  confi¬ 
dent  that  although  her 
address  has  been  changed, 
her  Irish  eyes  are  still  smil¬ 
ing  down  upon  all  of  those 
whose  lives  she  touched, 
and  she  is  as  accessible  as 
ever.  DJ  treated  each  of  her 
children  and  each  of  their 
friends  with  an  individual 
focus.  Several  of  her  chil¬ 
drens’  friends  expressed  the 
feeling  that  they  were  her 
10th  child;  we  now  come  to 


realize  there  were  many 
more.  Hundreds  of  notes 
from  former  Pumas 
expressed  the  unique  atten¬ 
tion  they  received  while  in 
her  counsel. 

Through  the  ordeals  of 
the  three  months  preceding 
her  passing,  we  were 
reminded  one  last  time  of 
the  exemplary  traits  that 
she  possessed,  which  we 
came  to  expect  and  which 
we  too  often  took  for  grant¬ 
ed.  If  the  best  way  to  honor 
a  person  is  through  emula¬ 
tion,  then  she  might  have 
asked  how  and  to  what 
degree  the  traits  we 
admired  in  her  are  mir¬ 
rored  in  each  of  our  own 
lives. 

Patience,  Wisdom, 
Courage,  Grace,  Fortitude: 
She  always  had  time  for 
anyone  in  need;  if  it  tem¬ 
porarily  displaced  her 
familial  obligation,  she 
pointed  out  how  important 
it  is  to  give  a  part  of  one’s 
self  to  those  less  fortunate. 
During  some  quite  painful 
times,  she’d  remark  that 
there  were  people  who 
were  really  suffering  and 
perhaps  it  would  be  better  if 
we  tended  to  them.  She 
endured  silently  and  grace¬ 
fully.  She  faced  the  most  dif¬ 
ficult  times  with  incredible 
strength  and  with  regal 
poise. 

Enthusiastic  optimism, 
Loyalty,  Generosity, 
Serenity:  From  her  compet¬ 
itive  years  as  an  AAU 
National  Champion  at  age 
13,  her  leadership  on  the 
City  Championship  of  Joan 
of  Arc  kickball  team, 
throughout  the  great 
friendship  years  at  Saint 
Agnes  High  School  and  into 
her  student  leadership  roles 
in  government,  sorority  and 
as  a  flight  stewardess  at 
Purdue  University,  she 


made  new  friends  and  kept 
the  old.  Her  smile  won  your 
heart  and  your  spirit.  In 
spite  of  the  hardships  she 
encountered  while  pursu¬ 
ing  her  graduate  degree,  as 
mother  to  nine  children  in 
several  stages  of  develop¬ 
ment,  as  housewife  and 
helpmate  to  her  husband, 
she  took  time  to  stay 
involved  in  community  pro¬ 
jects  and  still  spent  quality 
time  with  each  of  us.  When 
dad  had  a  bad  day  (on  the 
field)  she  calmed  him  and 
reminded  him  and  us  to  put 
things  in  proper  perspec¬ 
tive  and  by  all  means,  to 
move  forward. 

Faith,  Honor,  Creativity, 
Intelligence,  Integrity:  No 
job  was  too  tough  for  her, 
nor  no  time  limit  too  confin¬ 
ing  and  there  were  no  effi¬ 
cacious  short  cuts.  She 
played  by  the  rules  of  her 
religion  and  society,  and 
though  she  accepted  her 
fate,  she  fought  bitterly  to 
sustain  life,  as  she  had  given 
it  so  joyfully.  She  loved  her 
God,  husband,  family, 
friends  and  her  Pumas.  Her 
word  was  her  bond. 

Wit,  Humility:  She 
tricked  dad  38  straight 
April  Fools’  days.  She  loved 
to  tell  a  joke.  Some  of  her 
favorite  things  included 
picking  up  beach  glass  on 
beach  walks,  to  read  a  good 
book,  to  walk  in  the  woods, 
take  a  swim,  and  she 
enjoyed  sitting  by  a  warm 
fireplace.  She  was  success¬ 
ful  in  all  of  her  endeavors, 
but  seldom  took  credit.  Her 
joy  came  in  sharing  success¬ 
es  with  others.  Her  husband 
is  most  proud  of  his  self 
imposed  title,  Mr.  Diane 
Jennings. 

We,  her  family,  have 
enjoyed  and  are  grateful  for 
38  terrific  years  with  DJ, 
each  day  filled  with  Joy, 


Zest,  Pinache  and  Pizzazz. 
As  you  remember  her  as  a 
camp  director,  Core 
teacher,  Study  Skills  orga¬ 
nizer  and  swim  coach,  or  if 
you  shared  a  chance  meet¬ 
ing,  counseling  session, 
cookout  at  the  house  or 
worked  with  her  at  HSUB 
or  as  a  Freshman  Seminar 
associate,  you’ll  probably 
smile  at  something  you 
remember.  Keep  that  smile 
and,  as  you  remember  that 
cherished  moment,  remem¬ 
ber  that  she  cherished  it  as 
well.
